& Rio Grande, W estern Pacific. 
J ust ho w’ far the sy ndicate go t alo ng 
with its purchases co uld no t be learn­ 
ed. 
No w that the bulk o f its ho ldings 
hav e been transferred at priv ate sale, 
the ex tent o f its o peratio ns may nev er 
be appro x imately kno wn. 
But it is 
kno wm that it bo ught heav ily into Ro ck 
Island. Lehigh Valley , Wabash and 
Denv er befo re its o peratio ns ceased, 
perfo rce, with the turn in the market 
in the early part o f the y ear and the 
co nsequent steadily increasing disin­ 
clinatio n o f inv esto rs to go heav ily 
into railro ad securities until co mpli­ 
cated legal and po litical pro blems wrere 
settled.
